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In  the  early  days  of  settlement  in  Ontario,  trees  were 
considered  a source  of  lumber,  fuel  and  sugar  and  at  the 
same  time  an  obstacle  to  the  development  of  the  Province. 
The  plentiful  supply  of  prime  quality  wood  and  the 
strenuous  labour  required  in  land  clearing  built  in  the 
public  mind  a disregard  for  trees.  Large  areas  of  southern 
Ontario  were  clear  cut  and/or  purposely  burned  over 
even  where  the  soil  was  unsuited  for  farming. 

Today  the  evaluation  of  trees  has  changed.  Particu- 
larly  shade  trees  on  farmers’  fields  or  on  city  proper- 
Ues  have  come  to  be  highly  esteemed.  The  combination 
of  utility,  beauty  and  historic  continuity  as  represented  by 
trees  is  now  generally  appreciated.  Few  front  lawns  in 
suburbia  are  without  trees,  and  commercial  tree  nurseries 
and  Uee-expert  firms  are  supporting  the  property  owner 
in  supplying  planting  and  caring  for  trees. 

The  proper  care  of  trees  requires  an  understanding  of 
the  inherited  characteristics  of  different  tree  species,  their 
preferences  and  dislikes  with  respect  to  site  and  environ- 
ment, and  in  addiUon  a knowledge  and  understanding  of 
the  nature  of  tree  diseases  and  pests. 

The  present  course  is  intended  to  present  to  the 
owners  and  to  people  interested  in  trees  some  of  the 
major  disease  and  pest  problems  of  shade  trees  in  Ontario 
as  well  as  some  of  the  principles  applied  in  their  control.
